DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 25 June 2009, with respect to Claims 
1-13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has 
been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-13 are currently pending. No claims have been amended or cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of Claims 1-6 and 13 is the Claim 1 limitation for an image 
sensor rotatable between two sets of apertures and a mechanism configured to move 
the sensor linearly in a case structure to a position clear of the apertures in order to 
permit rotation of the sensor. 

5. The prior art of record, Vance, teaches two apertures in a case structure and 
teaches that the optics are rotatable between the two apertures, but does not teach or 
suggest that the image sensor is rotatable. Vance additionally does not teach or 
suggest that the image sensor may be moved linearly out of the path of the apertures in 
order to effectively rotate the sensor. 

6. Arai teaches that an entire camera unit may be rotated to face forward or 
rearward for imaging purposes, but neither teaches nor suggests that the image sensor 
is rotatable, nor that the image sensor may be moved linearly out of the path of the 
apertures in order to effectively rotate the sensor.

7. Lee teaches that imaging components in general may be moved in a linear 
fashion, neither teaches nor suggests that the image sensor is rotatable, nor that the 
image sensor may be moved linearly out of the path of the apertures in order to 
effectively rotate the sensor.
